contract consists of designing low-pressure sewer main 
extensions, preparing bid specifications, reviewing bids 
for construction contracts, and supervising the project 
during construction. 

As part of the program to improve wastewater 
management in Marion, the Town approved the installa- 
tion of low-pressure sewer mains in the "Berry Roads," 
"Dexter Beach" and "South Converse Road" areas. Sewer 
stubs will be provided to owners of all serviced properties 
in these neighborhoods and to property owners with 
frontage on the streets (along the way) to these neighbor- 
hoods. It is expected that low-interest financing for the 
project will be provided by the state under the State 
Revolving Fund program. 

Earth Tech has already commenced survey work 
in Marion and is scheduled to complete the design phase 
by October 15, 2003. The design will then be submitted to 
the State Department of Environmental Protection (DEP) 
for approval. Contractor bidding and awarding of con- 
struction contracts is planned for the Spring of 2004. 
Completion of installation of the sewer main extensions 
and associated facilities is tentatively planned for the Fall 
of 2004. 

The Wastewater Planning Committee has recom- 
mended that the sewer systems be installed in all three 
neighborhoods in 2004. While the original plan was to 
install sewers in each neighborhood separately over a 
three-year period, initial cost estimates indicate significant 
cost savings by combining all three areas as one construc-

projection. The board voted unanimously to accept the 
donation and expressed their appreciation to the Lions 
Club. 

At 7:18 pm, the board met with Harbormaster 
Steve Mach and Mike Costello, Chairman of the Marine 
Advisory Board (MAB), to discuss harbor and wharf 
activities and projected plans for the future.

Rochester Selectmen's Meeting 

July 7, 2003

A regular meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Monday, July 7 at 7:05 
pm by Chairman Naida Parker. Also present were Select- 
man Richard Nunes, Selectman Gary Laboa, Town 
Administrator James Huntoon and Administrative 
Assistant Veronica Lafreniere. 

The board had a brief meeting with Fire Chief 
Scott Ashworth outside the Town Hall to see the newly- 
acquired 1955 model 75-foot ladder truck which the town 
recently obtained from Freetown. Although this is an 
older model fire apparatus. Chief Ashworth said it was 
obtained at no cost to the Town of Rochester and repre- 
sents the first of its kind for the Fire Department. They 
only had to spend about $5,000 to equip and repaint the 
vehicle for use in Rochester and it has been certified for 
use on an annual basis. Chief Ashworth said it is a sister 
vehicle to one similar model now being used in Marion 
and is only the second such ladder truck in service in the

tri-town area (Mattapoisett currently has no ladder 
apparatus). With an increasing number of higher, two- 
and three-story developments being constructed in the tri- 
town area, the ladder trucks are a benefit to all three 
towns. 

After approving the minutes of the June 23 and 
June 30 meetings, the board next met with Police Chief 
Paul Magee who wanted to make them aware of some 
concerns he had with the Knight & Look Campground in 
town. 

Chief Magee said that since January, but primarily 
over the past two months, there have been some 22 calls 
for service to the campground which resulted in five 
people being taken into custody — two on serious felony 
charges, and two into protective custody. "It is beginning 
to pose a very serious problem," Chief Magee said. 
"We've had incidents ranging from fires, serious assaults, 
(and they) appear to be happening all days of the week. 
We've had a problem with after-hour fires. We're con- 
cerned about the violence that's come out of there ... and 
the nature of the problems we're having." 

Since the campground operates under a permit 
from the Board of Health, Chief Magee said he is going 
before them to express his concerns and see if some 
uniform policies and procedures can be put in place for 
the three campgrounds in town: Knight & Look, Perry's, 
and Outdoor World. Although Chief Magee said there 
haven't been any serious calls to the other two camp- 
grounds, he felt policies governing such things as alcohol

consumption and campfires after midnight should be 
enforced across-the-board. 

"I think it's important to make sure all three 
campgrounds are operated uniformly," Chief Magee said. 
"We recently had a campground in Plymouth which 
harbored three fugitives. 1 just felt it was a major problem 
for the department and I want to take some proactive 
steps to solve (it)." 

"I'd be interested to see what the owners' reaction 
is," Selectman Laboa said. 

In other matters. Chief Magee said he reviewed 
the Use of Force Policy for the Police Department which 
was developed by former Police Chief William Przybylek 
and wanted to amend the section dealing with the firing 
of warning shots. 

"I have some concerns over the use of warning 
shots," Chief Magee said. "In all my training, it is not 
recommended that officers discharge warning shots. I 
have revised that policy ... if after 30 days (the board) 
takes no action, it becomes policy." 

Chief Magee also addressed the issue of carryover 
vacation time, which the board previously sent to arbitra- 
tion, and also wanted to recommend an increase in the 
hourly rate for part-time, non-union police officers from 
$10.32 an hour to $12.19 an hour — bringing them closer 
to the rates paid in Mattapoisett ($12.75 /hour) and 
Marion ($13.35/hour). 

"It's still lower than (the) other towns, but since it 
hasn't been adjusted in a couple of years, I thought it was 
appropriate," Chief Magee said. "For a police matron to 
get up at 2:00 in the morning to watch a prisoner for three 
hours ... they get $30. It's hard to find people to do it." 

The board agreed to take this matter under 
advisement so they could double-check that this position 
didn't fall under the purview of the Personnel Board. 

Chief Magee informed the board that Rochester

"(Now) if we have two calls at the same time, I 
have to rely on another town to come in," Chief Magee 
said. 

The board members expressed equal concern over 
this matter and suggested they might approach the 
Finance Committee (FinCom) about appropriating money 
to find a replacement cruiser sooner rather than later. 

"I wasn't happy with only three cruisers and now 
I'm definitely not happy with only two," Selectman Laboa 
said. "I think we need to meet with the FinCom and let 
them know our concern with the cruisers. If the FinCom 
could pretty much guarantee we'll be getting funding (for 
a new cruiser) in the fall, we could make a purchase now." 

The board next signed and approved payment of 
an invoice from Perry, Hicks, Crotty and Deshaies, LLP, in 
the amount of $5,827.10 for legal services rendered. They 
also signed an Indemnification Agreement for Edward 
Zyskowski to allow him to gain access and cultivate 
property adjacent to Memorial School through November, 
2003. 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
Huntoon noted he would be meeting with the Memorial 
School Building Committee this week to discuss architec- 
tural plans for the project. Mr Huntoon said he will 
schedule a joint meeting with that committee and the 
Selectmen at a later date. 

"It wouldn't be a bad idea, like the library did, for 
(the school) to come up with a couple of alternatives — 
plan A and plan B," Selectman Laboa suggested.

The board received a letter of resignation from 
Robert Nissen, who is stepping down from the Mary's 
Pond Beach Committee due to his moving out of Roches- 
ter. They also received a memo from Police Chief Magee 
regarding Officer Sean Crook's recent selection as MADD 
Officer of the Year, and also a letter from the Coalition for 
Buzzards Bay (CBB) urging support for House Bill #1541 
requiring "Pilots for Certain Vessels" in response to the 
recent oil spill in Buzzards Bay. 

In other matters. Selectman Laboa revisited 
Rochester's participation in a Regional Water District 
being proposed by Mattapoisett, Fairhaven and Marion. 
Rochester was poised to pass on membership, but mem- 
bers of the newly-appointed Rochester Water Committee 
feel it is worth further consideration. 

"Pat Ryan and Robert Cummings expressed some 
concern over the town not participating," Selectman 
Nunes said. "My initial feeling was since we don't have 
public water, investing $25,000 in a feasibility study for a 
treatment plant didn't make any sense. But maybe they 
can explain why the town should invest $25,000 to get its 
foot in the door." 

"The thing 1 would be more concerned about for 
Rochester residents is to get some kind of reserve capacity 
from New Bedford," Mr. Huntoon said. 

"It's scary how many towns have their hands in 
(the Quitticas Reservoir) ... and all we are is good stew- 
ards," Selectman Nimes said.

This year's Marion Bermuda Yacht Race (MBR) was one of 
the fastest in the history of the race.

First Overall and First in Class D2 goes to Guy Jones, who 
sails out of Annapolis and is the Captain of Gorgeous Girl, a 
Pacific Seacraft 40 cutter. 

Starr Trail, a Farr 72 captained by Robert Mulderig and a 
Bermuda boat, was the first boat to cross the finish line. She 
came in on Monday, Jtine 23 at 4:13 ADT (Atlantic Daylight 
Time). She won Line Honors for First To Finish and took First in 
Class Al. 

The US Naval Academy had an impressive performance 
taking Second in Class Al - one of the two Celestial Navigation 
classes. The winning Captain is 1st Class Midshipman Travis 
Wood on Flirt, a McCurdy & Rhodes NAVY 44 sloop.

New Cat Care 

I have acquired a third cat and am wondering what 
veterinary care he needs? 

The first thing is to take the cat to your veterinar- 
ian and have him tested for Feline Leukemia Virus 
and Feline AIDS. If he tests positive for either of 
these viruses you will have to decide whether you 
want to risk exposure of your other 2 cats. If you 
decide to keep a leukemia or feline AIDS positive 
cat he should be kept indoors so he doesn't inter- 
act with your neighbors cats.

Class Added in Marion 

At a meeting held on July 3, the Marion School 
Committee unanimously endorsed a proposal to add a 
student section in Grade 2 at Sippican School for the 2003- 
2004 school year The Grade 2 registration totals for the 
school year reached 66 students last week. With only three 
sections budgeted for the coming year, the School 
Committee's class size guideline for Grades K-2 (20 
maximum) could not be met. 

Two budget "breaks" will enable the school to 
add a fourth Grade 2 section without jeopardizing a 
balanced budget position. First, the need for a fourth 
Kindergarten section in 2003-2004 has been removed by 
low registration totals at that level. The money saved from 
the reduction of a .5 Kindergarten teaching position can 
be coupled with a "Quality School" grant allocation from 
the federal government to provide all that will be needed 
to hire an additional elementary teacher. Staff assignment 
shifts will account for the additional Grade 2 instructor. 
The administration will be in the market for a new Grade

Now that it's been five years since James Cameron's Oscar-night 
"king of the world" embarrassment, it may be time to admit that the 
obstreperous, egotistical director of Titanic and the first two Terminator 
films is some sort of master — an ornery techno-buUy, to be sure, but also 
a true action-cinema visionary with a genius for excess building on excess 
until it rams through excess into large-scale brutal wit. Terminator 2, 
released in 1991, trumped and transcended all other action movies up to 
that time; a monumental event, it still found bizarre humor in the anime- 
like spectacle of two metal men bashing each other over and over. 

All of which is prelude to the inevitable disappointment of Terminator 
3; Rise of the Machines, an eminently umiecessary belated sequel with less 
confident hands on the wheel. Jonathan Mostow, a competent director of 
mid-level thrills (Breakdown, U-571), has inherited the franchise, and he 
puts the obligatory smash-ups on the screen — the crumpled cars, the piles 
of bullet shells, the odd visual of two frozen-faced humanoids pummeling 
one another. But Mostow, who seems to throw these moments in just 
because they belong in a Terminator film, lacks James Cameron's sure and 
heavy hand: Scene after scene plays like a conscientious TV sequel made for 
the Sci-Fi channel. The movie feels disconcertingly lightweight right from 
the start, when the rickety old Terminator (Arnold Schwarzenegger), 
naked from his time travels, strides into a bar (just as in T2) that turns out 
to be a strip club — on Ladies' Night. (And whoever had the bright idea of 
introducing the dusty catchphrase "Talk to the hand" to the Terminator 
universe should be sentenced to movie jail with nothing to watch except 
The Beautician and the Beast.) Cameron also used Schwarzenegger for 
deadpan laughs ("1 promise," he intoned in T2, stoically holding up a 
gloved hand, "1 will not kill anyone"), but here he seems too often the butt 
of undignified jokes about how little personality he has. 

The other element sorely missing from T3 is Linda Hamilton, whose 
Sarah Connor developed from a frightened woman with soft feathered hair 
in Tl to a wiry, obsessed warrior-crackpot in T2 . What happened to Sarah? 
We're told she died, leaving her son John (played here by Nick Stahl) — the 
messiah destined to lead the human race against the machines — alone to 
drift anonymously from place to place. It turns out that the apocalyptic 
future of Terminators and nuclear holocaust was not averted in 72, merely 
"postponed," and that John is still the "primary target" of the machines of 
2029. They send an upgraded Terminator after him — the T-X, who takes 
the blonde, poised form of Kristamia Loken and goes about her ruthless 
business in tight maroon leather. 

The sight of Arnold Schwarzenegger getting tossed about by an 
adversary who looks like this season's petite cover girl is amusing at times. 




but lacks the wit and topicality of Robert Patrick, looking like an underfed 
mechanic, posing as a Los Angeles cop in T2. Without Linda Hamilton 
around, we're left with Claire Danes as a veterinarian who finds herself on 
the run with John and the Terminator, who has been programmed to 
protect them both; Danes tries to adjust to megabudget spectacle but comes 
off as just one more intelligent actress lost inside a summer thrill macJiine 
— both exasperated and exasperating. 

At the helm of a bigger movie than anything he's attempted before, 
Jonathan Mostow gives us chaos without rhythm; in his hands, accumulat- 
ing excess seems liSe waste. A prolonged sequence in which the T-X chases 
our heroes, driving a crane truck and sending rows of parked cars flipping 
end over end, is impressively noisy at first but eventually becomes numb- 
ing. In general, Mostow directs with both eyes on the two Cameron films. 
He and his writers even contrive to bring back Earl Boen as the mealy- 
mouthed shrink who never believed Sarah's rants about Terminators. He's 
brought in so the fans can recognize him and chortle; then he's gone as 
quickly as he entered. 

T3 is also the most bizarrely pessimistic big-ticket studio movie in 
years, even by the standards of brooding dystopian sci-fi. Death is inevi- 
table, we keep hearing; apocalypse is our destiny. The sneak-preview 
audience filed out quietly at the end, perhaps feeling stung and betrayed by 
an Arnold Schwarzenegger movie whose message — unlike the other two 
Terminator films, which kept hope alive in the face of the furnace, and 
whose mantra was " The future is not set" — is that the world is going to end 
and there's not a damn thing we can do about it. What happened to "The 
future is not set"? The Terminator, speaking solemnly of^ John's destiny, 
seems awfully certain that the future is set and that the rise of the machines 
has to happen, and the movie never contradicts him. Indeed, after a movie 
filled with car crashes and explosions, we get a rather bitter anti-climax, 
and even the hellacious T-X doesn't go out with much style. Where's the 
joy? These movies are big and expensive toys, or should be, but Mostow 
isn't very playful. T3 has the sour, depressive vibe of an untested director 
submitting to a predetermined mythology not his own. At least James 
Cameron and Linda Hamilton would' ve enjoyed the ride.

The Rochester Police Department has cause to be 
proud. After some initial fits and starts with their new 
state-of-the-art Police Station on Dexter Lane and hav- 
ing to deal with not one but two chief changes over the 
course of four years, they finally seem to have found a 
renewed sense of purpose and respect xmder the guid- 
ing hand of Police Chief Paul Magee and with the ad- 
dition of several new officers to their ranks. 

In fact, one of the department's newest additions 
was recently honored by the Massachusetts chapter of 
Mothers Against Drunk Driving (MADD) with their 
"Officer of the Year" designation for 2003.
